The work of the first six months of the
administration are known. They are not,
indeed, the period by which the measures of
any administration should be judged. At the
outset of its career, there are obstacles to be
overcome arising from the aection or non-
action of its predecessor; there is an experi-
ence to be gained, and a start to be made
under all the disadvantages which attend the
innuguration of a new departmental ragiiie.
Notwitstanding these drawbacks, however,
General Grant and the statesmen he has
gathered about him have effected much, By
lmparting greater vigilance and fidelity to the
collection of revenue, aud by zealously sus-
taining the plan of Congress in the matter of
retrenchment, they huve in a single hall year
secured for the country a gaiu of fifty-six
willions of dollars,

The aggregate increase of revenne falls
little short of twenty millions, econ-
siderably more than four-fifths of which
have been derived  from internal
sources—precisely those sources which,
under Mr. Johnson's rule, were most
neglected, On the other hand, the decrense
in expenditures—army, navy, and civil ser-
vice—approach very nearly thirty-seven mil-
lions—the exact gain being 856,401,157, as
compared with the transactions of Mr, John-
son's administration during the correspond-
ing haif of 1868,

absolute certainty that the proportion of
gain will hereafter be yet larger. The ad-

minties, and we repenl the imputation with
pain; but the truth wmust be told. The
doctor was accused of being a chief p].'npriu-
tor of the principal radical newspaper pub-
lished in this city, and of being, of course,
morally responsible for the injurions and
dangerous inenleations of that jonrnal.
What there is in the sonduct of the L'pibun e
which muakes it so ohjectionuble to Massa-
chusetts Republicans we don't know. It
merely vehearses the same foolish argu-
ments and reiterates the same arnd for-
miilas which they employ upon the satump
and exploit in lectures and air in Con-
gress and Legislature; but the action of
the convention, in thus contemptuounsly re-
jeoting its chief proprietor, is conclusive of
the estimation in which it 18 held. As soon
as they found that the doctor was a stock-
holder of the twnip and strawberry organ,
und the friend of Greeley, they threw him
over at once: and it was proposed to incorpo-
rate with the platform i eclause warning Re-
publicans in good standing from taking any
more of his pills, We are sorry for the doc-
tor, and think he ought to sell out his news-
poper stock and piously endeavor to recover
his medicul standing. His politieal hopes
nre, of course, finally quenched. Nothing,
therefore, remning to him except to infuse
more drastio elements into his medicines and
more benevolence into his private life, So
shall he recover the goodwill of his fellow-
citizens and patients and the approbation of
his own conscience, and finally leave no pre-
scviption or recipe which, dylng, he would
wish to blot.

THE CRISIS IN FRANCE.

If revolutions could be made to order, and
delivered on n day appointed in advance, we
ought to have heard before this that Louis
Napoleon has been driven from the throne of
France, and either that an Orleanist or a
Bourbon king has sncceeded him, or that thoe
French Republic has been proclaimed anew,
Yesterday was the last day of the period of six
months since the dissolution of the old
Legislature within which, according to the
French Constitution, the newly-elected Legisla-
ture must be called together. The Emperor,
disregarding the requirement, has fixed the
209th of November as the day of mesting,
He is forearmed as well as forawarned, and if
he is worsted in the encounter, it will be
becnuse his old ability has deserted him.

Still, itis only too evident that France is
in a condition extremely unfavoerable to the
future prospects of the reigning monarch,
The workingmen are excited to an alarming
degree; balf Paris is on a strike; formidable
riots have ovceurred within a few waeks at
yarious places; and the liberty newly granted
to the press has been availed of to give ex-
pression to the most bitter batred of the Km.
peror and ardent wishes for the restoration
of the republic. The emissaries of the Duke
of Orleans are 0s busy ns the radical demn-
gognes in fanning these sparks into flames,
and though they may be arrested aud jmpris-
oned, that will not extingnish the disaltection,
The Emperor must be at his wit's ond to
know whast to do.

Tous Americans the moral of this orlsis in
I'rance is obvious, It is that tio govermment
is 80 stable ax that which the people are
allowed by law to make for themsslves. It
18 not questioned that Louis Nepoleon is as
able and patriolic u ruler as any whom the
suffrages of French voters wonld be likely to
elect. He hoas conducted the affuirvs of the
nation, as Presidant and Emperor, with con.
snmmate skill for more than twenty years.
Internally the conntry has prospered in ma-
nufactures, commerce, and the sceunmula-
tion of wenlth, Exterually, she is feared
and respected as much, if not moras, than in the
prondest days of her past history, The
Italian cnmpaign of 1859 was worthy of
Juling Caosar; wiiile the improvements of the
cily of Paris recall the achievements of Angus.
tus, Yot in spite of all this, the French peo.
ple are restless and dissatistied, beonuse they
are denied that personal liberty and share in
the affairs of Btate so dear to every patriotic
citizen, If they knew that they could get nd
of their Bwperor whenever they pleased, they
wonld probably keep him in office till he died;
bul the more he tries to ba independent of
their will, the more detormined they will be
on effecting his downfall, :

Of course
free trade must be wholly out of the ¢nestion,
Such a policy would necessitate direct taxo-
tion for the lost revenne, and the gold needed
to meel the fixed wants of the Government,
and to a very considerable degree dry up the
sourees of internal tuxes, There mnst be a
tarift—one which will afford a certuin large
revenue and preserve the energies of the
country wherely internul taxation ocan be
borne, to supply the balauce neecessary to
meet all the obligations of the nation, whiech

are fixed and inevitable. Will & puraly
revenue tariff do this? Must it not neces-
sarily be protective, call it what you will?

And will it not be to this complexion that
Congress must come at last?

GENERAL BUTTERFIELD,

The Investigntion by Solicitor Banfield,

A New York paper gives the following resunie
of an interview with General Buotterfield:—

Solicitor Banfleld, of the Treasury Depart-
ment, having been despatelied from Washington
to examine General Butterileld in relation to the
charge that b was eoncerned with Gould, Fisk,
and Corbin in the gold conspiracy, arrived in
this city yesterday morning, At ten minutes
after 10 o'¢lock, Mr. Baufleld was at the Sub-
Treasury to see Genernl Butterficld. The Soli-
citor and the Assistant Treasurer were closeted
n long time.  Meantime, gentlemen well lgnown
on "Change dropped into the Trensury bullding
to learn what was going on. Two hours and a
balf elapeed, when solicitor Banfield retired from
Genecral Butterfield's presence.

Ak soon as I!uuﬁu]al bad gone, a numbor of
gentlemen were usbered into the General's
presence, among whom was Augustus Schell,
Theee gentlemen  collectively had a confidential
interview with the Assistant Treasorer. The
door of the General's room remained closed a
long time, and was utterly impassable to a holf
dozen or more small fry who were secking ad-
wission to the presence,

When the door was opened, and the crowd
lind gone, General Butterticld was left standing
in the middle of the floor “‘aucover:d,” in o
mility polut of view, The——reporter ad-
vanced cautiously, bowing. The General was
distant and studiously reserved, ‘‘Sit down,
sir," he said, poiuting to u seat, “‘and I will be
at leisure in o moment.”  He tuen pped back
Lo the table and touched a silve  bell, which
stmmoned o polleeman to amuse the —'s com-
missioner.

General DButlerfield here wrote a despateh in-
forming the Sceretary of the Treasury that he
could not get such un investigation as he desired
while holding a civil office, and that, thercfore,
hie hnd determwined o resign.
